Document A2 relates to an information distribution system by a plurality of networks 
which improve the reliability of provided information distribution and charging processing by 
making the connection of a telephone line with which a user device is easily specified a 
condition for authentication and meanwhile can superimpose a charge involved in the 
distribution of provided information upon a telephone bill for charging by distribution the 
provided information through a different mass network. 

Document A4 relates to an information providing system and information providing 
method to reduce the utility charge of users and the facility cost of service providers. 

Document A5 relates to a server system and communication data transmission method 
to provide a server machine that reduces a call tariff in the case of making a speech between 
unspecified talkers on the basis of a specific topic. 

Document A6 relates to an exchange system and incoming call control method for 
operating proper processing to a transmitted call to a subscriber according to the line use 
configuration of a subscriber's side housed in a switchboard.
